Protesters press for U of C trauma center

Upset there is no trauma center that serves 
adults on the South Side, demonstrators are 
pressing again this week for the University of 
Chicago to reopen the unit it closed in 1988. 
The protesters, some of them clergy mem- 
bers, say it’s incongruous for the university to 
seek President Obama’s library without offer- 
ing trauma care to those living near its Hyde 
Park campus. 

“We’re suggesting that if they want to have 
the first black president’s national library 
and museum, they need to do a little more 
for the black people who are right next door 
to them,” said Veronica Morris-Moore, 21, 
a South Shore resident who has been active 
in the campaign for a trauma center. “Our 
suggestion is that Barack Obama places his 
library with someone who cares about the 
black community” 

Most nights on the South Side, someone is 
shot. The bullets pierce men and women, girls 
and boys, innocent bystanders and hardened 
gangsters. For adults, the ambulance ride to a

trauma center can cross the city and cost pre- 
cious time. 

Chicago has four Level I trauma centers for 
adults, according to the Illinois Hospital As- 
sociation, with locations on the Near North, 
North, Near West and West sides. Suburban 
trauma centers in Oak Lawn, Maywood, Park 
Ridge and Evanston are also in Cook County 

But some South Side residents would have 
to travel more than 10 miles by ambulance to 
reach a trauma center. 

A 2013 Northwestern University study used 
data from Chicago shootings to show that 
gunshot patients more than five miles from a 
trauma center have a lower chance of survival. 

Level I trauma centers are designed to treat 
severely injured patients and have resources 


beyond those of a standard emergency room. 
The facilities have general surgeons available 
at all times and provide prompt access to spe- 
cialized care. 

University of Chicago officials say they’re 
committed to engaging with the South Side 
and providing medical care to its residents, 
but they believe it’s unfair to expect the uni- 
versity alone to shoulder the costly burden of 
a trauma center. They’ve indicated a willing- 
ness to be part of a “regional effort” to offer 
trauma care, but no such solution has mate- 
rialized. 

U. of C. officials note that their hospitals 
continue to offer a trauma center for chil- 
dren up to age 16, as well as a neonatal inten- 
sive care unit and the only burn unit on the 
South Side. 

Opening a trauma center for adults, they 
said in a statement Monday, “would compro- 
mise the medical center’s ability to support 
these critical services.” The university de- 
clined to make hospital executives available 
for interviews. 


Demonstrators have long pressed the uni- 
versity to reopen its trauma unit, but tying 
that desire to the Obama presidential library 
is a relatively new talking point. 

The University of Chicago, where the 
president once taught, is considered a leading 
candidate to house the library The facility is a 
potential boon for tourism and research and 
is being courted by a number of sites in the 
city, as well as others in NewTbrk and Hawaii. 

The Rev Alice Harper-Jones, whose church 
is near both the university’s campus and the 
president’s Kenwood neighborhood house, 
believes strongly that Obama’s library should 
be built on Chicago’s South Side. But asked 
whether the U. of C. would be an appropriate 
host, Harper-Jones said, ‘Absolutely not.” 

“If they open a trauma center, then they’re 
showing they care about the needs of the 
community,” said Harper-Jones, an associate 
pastor at Kenwood United Church of Christ. 
‘At this point, they haven’t shown that they’re 
really concerned about the needs of the com- 
munity”

CTA: Ventra used in 
90 percent of rides

Nine in lo CTA rides are paid for with Ven- 
tra cards as the CTA moves to eliminate use 
of Chicago Cards in less than two weeks, 
spokeswoman Tammy Chase said Tuesday 

On June i, riders no longer will be allowed to 
use their Chicago Cards or load money onto 
disposable fare cards as the CTA prepares to 
fully transition to Ventra in July The agency 
stopped letting riders reload their Chicago 
Cards and buy disposable cards May i. 

In the past two weeks, a few holdouts have 
switched to Ventra. Ventra is used to pay for 90 
percent of CTA rides, according to data for the 
week ending May 10. 

Before the CTA stopped allowing reloads of 
Chicago Cards and the sale of dispoable cards 
May I, Ventra was used to pay for 86 percent 
of CTA rides. 

The CTA is working to fully transition July 
I, when it will only accept Ventra cards and 
some banking cards on trains and Ventra, 
some banking cards or cash on buses. 

Riders who have not yet switched to Ventra 
may not want to wait until the last minute be- 
cause they may encounter lengthier call times 
than usual. 

During the May i transition, the Ventra call 
center experienced a higher-than-usual call vol- 
ume. From April 28 to 30, the call center saw an 
average of more than 4,000 calls, compared to 
a nearly 3,0 00 -call average for the rest of the 
month, according to an April Ventra perfor- 
mance report the agency posted this week. 

On April 30, more than half of the calls to 
Ventra were placed on hold, which was the 
highest percentage of April. Average hold time 
on April 30 was i minute, 44 seconds— well be- 
low the CTAs five-minute call-hold target. 

One of the reasons the CTA slowed the 
transition to Ventra last year was because of 
lengthy call-wait times, a performance stan- 
dard the CTA said Ventra consistently has 
been exceeding. 

Another reason the CTA didn’t fully switch 
to Ventra last year was because of how long it 
took Ventra card readers to register a tapped 
card. The agency now is touting an improve- 
ment on bus tap times because of upgrades. 

On April 30, average tap times were 0.55 sec- 
onds on buses and 0.42 seconds on trains. At 
the beginning of April, bus tap times averaged 
0.75 seconds. Chase credited the decrease to 
Ventra reader upgrades made on buses. 

The rail tap time consistently hovered at or

Parking lot site proposed 
for *Star Wars* museum

A task force appointed by Mayor Emanuel 
recommended parking lots to the south 
of Soldier Field as the home for filmmaker 
George Lucas’ collection of art and movie 
memorabilia, should the “Star Wars” creator 
choose Chicago over San Francisco for his 
planned museum. 

Lucas is expected to select a site for his 
Lucas Cultural Arts Museum this summer, ac- 
cording to a museum spokeswoman. 

The proposed site, two Chicago Park Dis- 
trict-owned parking lots, is located between 
the stadium and McCormick Place and with- 
in walking distance of the Museum Campus. 

The land would be leased to the museum 
for $1, which is similar to the arrangement 
other large cultural institutions have with the 
Chicago Park District. However, unlike other 
museums, the Lucas museum would not re- 
ceive taxpayer subsidies to cover a portion 
of its operations, said senior mayoral adviser 
David Spielfogel. 

The task force’s theory is that the museum, 
which would hold artwork and more than 
500,000 pieces of movie memorabilia, would 
draw in conventioneers on foot while also 
creating a new lakefront park on land that is 
now asphalt, according to the 56 -page report 
obtained by the Tribune. 

“The recommendation is very thought- 
ful and a fitting site for the type of museum 
and educational partner the city of Chicago 
is looking for, and it would complete our mu- 


seum campus, which is world-class and brings 
people from all over the world,” Emanuel said 
Tuesday 

The site is about 15 acres, and the footprint 
of a museum the size of The Field Museum 
would be about 5 acres, leaving 10 acres for 
new parkland, Spielfogel said. 

Meanwhile, the lots, known as the south 
surface lot and the Waldron parking deck/ 
garage, which are home to thousands of tail- 
gaters during Bears’ home games, would be 
moved underground at Lucas’ expense, ac- 
cording to a city official. The report does not 
detail if or where tailgating would be permit- 
ted in that area; but grills and open fire pits 
already are prohibited in the stadium’s north 
garage. 

“Tbu can kiss tailgating at Soldier Field as 
we know it good-bye if this deal gets done,” 
said Rob Radulski of Algonquin, who attends 
tailgates in those lots. “Where would thou- 
sands of people go? There are plenty of loca- 
tions south of McCormick Place down the 
lakefront to build on. Why not expand eco- 
nomically there?” 

The Bears said they were not warned of the 
task force’s recommendation in advance. 

“We learned of the task force’s recom- 
mendation this morning and have not had an 
opportunity to review the report,” the Bears 
said in a statement Tuesday “Mayor Emanuel 
called us to stress his commitment to work- 
ing together to create a win-win situation for 
everyone.”

Cop placed on desk duty

Chicago Police placed a veteran officer on 
paid desk duty Monday— the same day a secu- 
rity video was made public allegedly showing 
him striking a female manager of a massage 
parlor during a vice raid last summer. 

Police Superintendent Garry McCarthy 
who made the disclosure Tuesday defended 
the department’s training but promised to 
hold officers accountable for misconduct. 

“It’s obviously behavior that we do not con- 
done and we’re not going to tolerate in this 
department,” McCarthy said at a press con- 
ference on an unrelated topic. 

“Look, we make mistakes all the time. ... 
We’re still paying for IJon] Burge. We’re still 
paying for [Anthony] Abb ate,” McCarthy 


said in reference to two disgraced cops whose 
misconduct besmirched the department’s 
reputation. 

“We’re paying for things that happened 20 
and 30 years ago in some cases,” he continued 
later. “The Burge case goes back to the ’80s. 
And when I say paying for it. I’m not even 
talking about it financially I’m talking about 
an image and the way people look at the de- 
partment.” 

A federal lawsuit filed by the parlor man- 
ager, Jianqing Klyzek, alleges she was slapped 
on the head while she was on her knees and 
her hands were cuffed behind her back. The 
suit also contends another officer threatened 
her and hurled ethnic slurs at Klyzek, a U.S. 
citizen who is a Chinese native.

The NFL faces new litigation from former 
players— including three members of the 
Super Bowl XX champion Bears — after a 
lawsuit was filed Tuesday claiming the league 
illegally administered painkilling drugs and 
encouraged the athletes to play while injured. 

Lawyers are seeking class-action status for 
the suit, which features eight named plain- 
tiffs— including former Bears quarterback 
Jim McMahon, defensive end Richard Dent 
and tackle Keith Van Horne— and more than 
500 retained plaintiffs. 

The suit alleges that the NFL and its teams 
prioritized profit over health while subjecting 
players to a “culture of drug misuse” in which 
injuries were improperly diagnosed and treat- 
ed and players’ returns to the field were expe- 
dited by the unethical and illegal administra- 
tion of narcotics and other painkilling drugs. 

An NFL spokesman said Tuesday that the 
league’s attorneys had yet to review the suit 
and that the league would not offer comment 
at this time. 

An associate of McMahon’s told the Tribune 
that the former QB would not comment on the 
suit. Van Horne was unavailable for comment. 
Attempts to reach Dent were unsuccessful. 

In an 85-page complaint filed in U.S. Dis- 
trict Court in California, there is no shortage 


of alarming allegations. 

McMahon, who played for six teams during 
his 15 years in the NFL, contends in the suit 
that he received “hundreds if not thousands” 
of shots from doctors plus high volumes of 
pills from trainers without any warnings from 
the NFL on possible side effects. 

Van Horne asserts in the lawsuit that dur- 
ing a playoff game, he could not lift one of his 
arms but was given four Percodan, an anti- 
inflammatory narcotic, during the game to 
allow him to play 

Van Horne also alleges he played an entire 
season on a broken leg and that team doctors 
and officials never disclosed to him the extent 
of his injury 

And Dent says in the suit that he has perma- 
nent nerve damage in his foot from a broken 
bone he suffered during a 1990 game in Seattle. 
Rather than have surgery to fix the injury the 
suit says. Dent was encouraged by the Bears 
medical staff to use painkillers to keep playing. 

The plaintiffs of the class-action suit are 
seeking financial compensation for their 
“long-term chronic injuries, financial losses, 
expenses, pain and suffering, mental anguish 
and other losses they have suffered as a result 
of that misconduct, and medical monitoring 
for the problems they suffer from and future 
problems they will suffer.”

The Good Wife’ 
meets the good life 


The Washington Post 

Christine Baranski, who plays the besieged 
but derriere-kicking Chicago attorney Di- 
ane Lockhart on the CBS drama “The Good 
Wife,” says her character has been through so 
much in the past few months that it was “har- 
rowing” for both of them. 

The self-mocking teaser for last Sunda/s 
season finale— “Loyalties will be tested. Lines 
will be crossed. Lasagna will be served.”— 
signals that the show’s writers know viewers 
could use some laughs too. 

Since the courtroom shooting death of 
Diane’s law partner, Will Gardner (played by 
Josh Charles), she’s moved not only into his 
role running the firm they started together 
but has inherited some of his “backatcha” bra- 
vado too. Through most of the show’s first five 
seasons, Diane was elegant but understated, a 
moderating and mediating presence only spo- 
radically at the center of the action while Will 
and “The Good Wife” herself, the Illinois gov- 
ernor’s spouse, Alicia Florrick (Julianna Mar- 
gulies), fell in love and tried to stay apart. 

But that’s changed now, of course — to the 
point that the men in the show increasingly 
feel like supporting characters next to three 
complicated, very different female stars, in- 
cluding the rule-bending in-house investiga- 
tor Kalinda Sharma (Archie Panjabi). When 
Diane’s smarmy back- and front-stabbing 
partner David Lee (Zach Grenier) teUs her, “I 
have some advice for you; when in mourning, 
don’t make big decisions, at least for a year,” 
she responds by relocating him to a back of- 
fice. “Is that a big enough decision for you?” 

In a phone interview just ahead of the fi- 
nale, Baranski said her character’s evolution is 
on fast-forward because Diane is “living very 



close to the bone” after losing the judgeship 
that was her life’s ambition and feeling so per- 
sonally betrayed when Alicia and Cary left the 
firm. Then, “when she was just getting back 
on terra firma with Will” after speaking ill of 
him in an interview, she lost him forever. 

Asked who she’s looked to for inspiration 
in bringing Diane alive, Baranski immediately 
answers that “obviously Hillary Clinton” is in 
the mix. There’s the Chicago connection, of 
course, and the combination of high-minded- 
ness and personal ambition. Diane “holds her- 
self to a very high standard, is someone who 
reads David Brooks religiously” according to 
Baranski, and was “a daddy’s girl.” 

Her Diane also has been doing some seri- 
ous martini-swilling lately — though not to the 
extent of her character on ’90s sitcom “Cy- 
bill.” Baranski says her post-funeral martini 
scene with Alicia was one of her favorites in 
a season she feels might have been their best. 

“I always thought there’s no reason why 
those two women shouldn’t be friends, and I 
love that over the course of five years, as other 
relationships are falling away, they are more 
and more moving through the world on their 
own authority,” she said.

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Ruffalo learns lessons 
of The Normal Heart’ 



Los Angeles Times 

Mark Ruffalo, knowing his host liked sweets, 
showed up at playwright Larry Kramer’s Man- 
hattan home with pastries in tow— unaware 
that the then-77-year-old’s health now restrict- 
ed such pleasures. 

It was spring of last year and the actor was 
set to begin production on the long-attempted 
film adaptation of Kramer’s groundbreaking 
1985 AIDS-political play “The Normal Heart.” 
Little did he know it, but Ruffalo’s true audi- 
tion was just beginning. 

‘Are you queer?” the playwright asked right 
off 

“No, I’m not queer.” 

“Have you read my book?” 

“No.” 

“Well, you have to read it, otherwise you 
can’t fiiUy play this part.” 

Ruffalo called it his moment of recognition. 
“He was testing me,” the 46 -year-old actor said 
with the sort of sheepish smile that hindsight 


affords. ‘And I remember just feeling a sense of 
fear in that moment.” 

The actor, who has played roles ranging from 
a brawny green superhero to a hapless sperm 
donor for a lesbian couple, now takes on Kram- 
er’s quasi-autobiographical Ned Weeks, the or- 
nery gay activist at the center of “The Normal 
Heart” who fervently tries to shake the public 
to action after a mysterious disease begins 
plaguing the gay community in the early ’80s. 

After enduring a winding road from stage 
to screen, the story which was significantly re- 
worked, ultimately came to be marshaled and 
directed by Ryan Murphy and premieres Sun- 
day on HBO. 

The film, which also stars Julia Roberts, 
Matt Bomer and Taylor Kitsch, comes on the 
heels of last year’s critically acclaimed “Dallas 
Buyers Club” and the 2012 documentary “How 
to Survive a Plague,” both of which tackled the 
early years of the AIDS crisis. That it finally has 
an air date is its own victory 


“It was one of those projects that was almost 
mythical in its inability to get made over the 
course of 30 years,” Murphy said. 

It’s a period Ruffalo had lived through on the 
opposite coast, in Los Angeles, reading about 
the unexplained virus as a teenager. “It felt like 
a pandemic. And I was young, so I was still ide- 
alistic, and it was jarring to see the inhumane 
response to it all,” he recalled. “It didn’t com- 
pute. But Larry was right, I didn’t fuUy under- 
stand how deep it went.” 

The pair’s initial sit-down lasted three 
hours. From there, a friendship started. And 
the tutelage followed. The legendary— and di- 


visive-figure in the gay rights movement of- 
fered a master class of sorts, sharing photos and 
stories of the places and people at the heart of 
the turmoil. He even offered Ruffalo his round- 
framed glasses for use in the film. 

“To be played by such a fine and handsome 
actor, II should have looked this good.}” Kram- 
er wrote of Ruffalo. hung out together a 
lot, and I didn’t ask myself, ‘Can he play me?’ 
Actors are hired to portray and good ones like 
Adark make it their job to go for it all out, which 
Mark did. He was also extremely passionate 
about his taking on the part, consumed with it. 
And this was very touching to me.”

Thalia Hall briiigs 
music back to Pilsen

Last year, Bruce Finkelman (Empty Bottle) 
and Craig Golden (Longman & Eagle, Space) 
teamed up to reopen Thalia Hall, a Chicago 
landmark originally opened in 1892 at the 
corner of i8th and Allport streets to serve as 
a community arts center for Pilsen. Dusek’s, 
the venue’s restaurant, and Punch House, the 
basement bar, quickly gained citywide atten- 
tion. Now, the owners are adding a live music 
destination to a South Side largely lacking in 
the packed music venues and nightclubs that 
thrived in the ’50s and ’60s. 

On Wednesday, Thalia Hall launches as 
a music venue with a sold-out show from 
Animal Collective member Panda Bear (real 
name: Noah Lennox). The space’s upcom- 
ing schedule is as unpredictable as Panda 
Bear, with acts ranging from veterans such 
as Shawn Colvin and Steve Earle (June 6) 
to newer bands inclusing bizarre Swedish 
rockers Goat (June 13). Thalia Hall talent 
booker Brent Heyl, who compares the 
venue’s space to Metro, says the eclectic 
offerings are deliberate. 

“There’s a great art scene and a culture of 
music, and there’s not a centralized music 
venue for people to go to in this neighbor- 
hood,” he said. “What we’re doing is revisit- 
ing the original concept that the building 
served when it opened. The goal is to not 
only feature music but also other cultural 
events, like theater and art, combined in one 
space. We’re not going to say ‘Oh, we’re only 
putting on electronic dance music or punk 
rock shows.’ You see Panda Bear, but then 
we’re doing a cumbia night the next week.

then a band like Goat. Our goal is to present 
good music.” 

Some might wonder what a new venue 
could do to stand out in a city full of re- 
nowned spots for live music. Heyl says the 
goal is long-term loyalty over short-term hype. 

“With these newer acts, we want the op- 
portunity to grow with these bands,” he said. 
“For instance, we did a show with Nils Frahm 
in February where he sold out the Chopin 
Theater. That’s lOO seats. Next thing you 
know, he’s selling out Lincoln Hall, and now 
he’ll be at Thalia {Nov i6}. Goat sold out 
Empty Bottle. These acts might not be ready 
for these huge rooms, but we’re the next step 
to get to that point.”

Prolific playwright 
Ike Holter curates 
Collaboraction’s

Most playwrights are thrilled to see a 
single work produced, ever. Local scribe 
Ike Holter, however, has had dozens of 
plays produced on stages ranging from 
New York to Atlanta to his own 
backyard— and he’s only 28. 

Right now, Holter has two running concur- 
rently in Chicago. First, Jackalope Theatre is 
staging the world premiere of “Exit Strategy,” 
about Chicago school closings at Broadway 
Armory Park, through June 15. Second, “Hit 
the Wall”— the breakout smash from Step- 
penwolf’s 2012 Garage Rep series about the 
1969 Stonewall Riots, which was reprised 
at Theater on the Lake and mounted Off- 
Broadway at the Barrow Street Theatre— is 
being produced by the Chicago Commer- 
cial Collective at the Greenhouse Theater

Not only that, Holter— who grew up in 
Minneapolis and moved to Chicago at 18 to 
attend the Theatre School at DePaul Uni- 
versity, co-founding both Nothing Without a 
Company while in school and, upon gradua- 
tion. The Inconvenience— is the guest cura- 
tor for Collaboraction’s annual Sketchbook 
festival. The fest features 17 short pieces by 
Seth Bockley (‘Ask Aunt Susan”), Caitlin Par- 
rish (‘A Twist of Water”), The New Colony’s 
Joel Kim Booster, American Theater Com- 
pany’s Usman Ally and others. More than 150 
local and national directors, designers, actors. 


musicians and other artists come together to 
make it happen. 

This year, the festival is titled Sketchbook 
2049, and the plays are presented in two 
90 -minute programs that run in rotating 
repertory We called Holter to find out 
more about his work, the Sketchbook fest 
and how he juggles it all. (Hint: Whiskey is 
sometimes involved.) 

What’s new at this year’s 
Sketchbook 

“It’s going to be a lot more loose and alive and 
maybe a little sexier, you know? I think it’s good 
that we’ve got short pieces this year-pieces as 
short as a minute and then pieces as long as 15 
minutes-whereas usually Sketchbook is much 
thicker. It’s usually about four and a half to five 
hours, but this is 90 minutes and 90 minutes- 
basically a big, three-hour show split in half.’’ 

On Saturdays, you can see both 
programs with pop-up iobby 


performances in between 

“It’s going to be crazy. We’re going to have some 
music nights, we’re going to have vaudeville per- 
formance nights, and we’re going to have some 
weird Collaboraction stuff [laughs] that can’t re- 
ally be described. The impetus is to make it feel 
like an old-school Collaboraction Sketchbook 
from maybe five or six years ago. It’s more of a 
party atmosphere-it’s not a ‘sit down and enjoy 
the show’ performance; it’s a ‘get up mid-show, 
get a drink, sit down, you’re gonna see some 
weird stuff-and then you’re gonna move over 
here and see some new stuff.’ ’’ 

Why Coiiaboraction incorporated 
the year 2049 into the titie: 

“These pieces are about people looking to the 
future with hesitant eyes and making decisions 
in the moment, pushing into the future. There’s 
some surprising scene stuff that we’re going to 
do at the top of the show to cement that. These 
aren’t sketches so much as moments before 
big changes in people’s lives. We see these 
small pocket moments, and then we as the 



His writing style 

“I like to think my shows 
are really accessible ’cause 
they’re funny. Basically, my 
only rule writing is, ‘Write 
something that you would 
want to see.’ And I have 
pretty eclectic tastes, so I 
don’t like to stick with the 
same style or the same 
themes. I like to talk about 
what’s not being talked 
about ’cause that’s usually 
the stuff that I gravitate to 
as an audience member.

‘‘I’m a big party-thrower. I 
love having people over at 
my house; I have a bonfire 
every few weeks.

And I’m a writer, so there’s 
whiskey involved.

‘‘It’s a show called 
‘Vaudeville vs. ATL’-ATL 
as in Atlanta. And it was a 
show that I got commis- 
sioned to do in Atlanta 
almost 10 years ago. I went 
down there with my theater 
Company-Nothing Without 
a Company-and we didn’t 
have a script, so as we were 
on the road, I started writ- 
ing it. We go in the theater, 
and we rehearsed for seven 
days as I was still writing it. 
And then it opened and it 
was terrible!” 


What’s on tap next 

‘‘It’s SO weird. I just opened 
‘Exit Strategy,’ and I’m actu- 
ally having a little bit of a 
hangover from last night’s 
party. [Laughs.] But i’m do- 
ing two larger readings this 
summer.” [Confidentiality agreements won’t 
allow him to name the companies staging the 
readings of his two plays just yet.] 

And after that? 

“I’m doing a Beyonce-inspired-purely in terms 
of marketing-musical where 10 days before we 
open, we just announce that we’re doing it, cap- 
turing that Beyonce style, like, you drop some- 
thing and just hope people are there to pick it 
up. It’s just getting away from these huge shows 
that take months to produce and doing some- 
thing with about 10 of my really close friends 
and running it for a couple weekends and see- 
ing what happens. I can’t tell you any dates or 
[a] plot synopsis, but we’re working hard on it.
